company of Indiana. 


His admission came during a dis- 


cussion over a resolution from the 
floor opposed by the forces of John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr. 
"I am afraid my friends, that 


the 'noes' have it, if the vote is 
taken by shares," ho, said chuckl- 
ing, as he pointed toward the Rock- 
efeller group. 
R. W. Kellough of Tulsa, Okla., 


offered a motion to 
exclude all 
proxies offered by the 'Rockefeller 
group ori the ground that all such 
Doxies were illegal in that they 
sought to deprive the stockholders 
of the free exercise of their in- 
vestment for the period of at least 
one year, and to create a monopoly 
if the Standard Oil company of 


idiana in the Rockefeller Inter- 
ts. 
, Kellough's motion also contend- 


. ed that action would virtually be 


turning the Standard Oil company 
,of Indiana over to a group of per- 
sons not recognized by Indiana's 
corporate law, and not entitled to 
do business in Indiana as a cor- 
poration.

AUSTIN, March 7.—(.4>—While a 
sergeant at arms scoured the city 
for missing members to bring • the 
house voting strength to its maxi- 
mum, first shots of what promises 
to be tne major engagement of the 
session — the $175,000,000 highway 
bond issue amendment—were fired 
today. 
Apprehensive of the fight to be 


launched against the proposal, pro- 
ponents of the 
road 
bond plan 


sought to bring the house to its 
maximum strength of 150 that they 
might submit the issue in a consti- 
tutional amendment. 
After jockeying for time, Repre- 


sentative S. E. Barnett of Green- 
ville was allowed 
to offer the 


Woodul-Williamson 
senat^ bill, 


with committee amindmet^l which 
was defeated in the house 
com- 


mittee on constitutional 
amend- 


ments and brought out on a minor- 
ity report. Rep. R. M. Hubbard of 
New Boston, co-author of a house 
measure reported adversely in com- 
mittee earlier in the session, then 
offered a substitute resolution. 


Would Klect Members. 
The amended senate resolution, 


Including changes frowned on by 
senate and house authors, proposes 
an elective highway commission, a 
ten-year limit on the Hit of bonds, 
a maximum Interest rate of four 
per cent, participation of lateral 
roads in the bond proceeds, and ex- 
emption of ranch and farm vehi- 
cles from gasoline tax. 


Representative Hubbard's meas- 


ure coincides with the senate bill 
In that issuance of bonds for road 
purposes is limited to 520,000,000 
annually, and maximum interest Is 
set at 4 per cent. It would limit 
refunds to counties for investments

CHICAGO, Mar. 7. (AP) 


—Destructive 
west winds 


spread damage and cold ov- 
er the midwest last night 
causing personal 
injuries, 


property damage and pos- 
sibly loss of life. 


Fire added its menace to the 


other elements at work- At Tom- 
ahawk, Wls., the wind whipped a 
fire through the business section, 
causing a loss of ?500,000. 


Six persons were Injured in Chi- 
cago and three others, who set out 
on Lake Michigan yesterday in a 
small fishing boat, were believed 
lost In the gale. 
The cold wave came just when 


the midwest was enjoying its balm- 
iest weather. In Chicago the sea- 
son's high temperature of 58 had 
ben recorded before the gale sent 
the mercury down 40 degrees in 12 
hours. Similar drops were report- 
ed in many other cities. 


The wind, which reached a ve- 
locity of 45 miles a hour, broke 
windows, trees, 
chimneys, 
and 


signs in Milwaukee and 
Chicago. 
Northern Wisconsin and Minneso- 
ta reported a heavy snowfall that 
hampered traffic.

one-day flight from Washington to 
Kelly Field yesterday with mall to 
be carried .by Captain Ira C. Eakcr 
on his flight from Brownsville to 
the Canal Zone Sunday, took off 
from^elly Field at 3:40 a. m., to- 
day on a one-day flight from San 
Antonio to Washington by way of 
Shreveport and Atlanta. 


Flying a Curtiss F-l service pur- 


suit plane, Captain Hoyt landed at 
Kelly Field at 6:35 o'clock yester- 
day. He left Washington about 4:30 
a. m., and completed the 1500 mile 
flight in approximately 13 1-2 hours 
flying time, covering a large por- 
tion of the trip against a strong 
head wind. 


If successful in his effort 
to 


reach Washington today, Captain 
Hoyt. who was in charge of refuel- 
ing the Question Mark during its 
record breaking endurance flight, 
will be the first man to make

round trip flight from Washington 
to San Antonio In two days. 


CHARGES FILED FOLLOWING

HOUSTON, March 7.- ID—After 


intensive Investigation of the at- 
tempted holdup of the Boulevard 
Cafe in which one man lost his life 
and another- was seriously wound- 
ed, police have filed charges of 
robbery by firearms and assault to 
murder against two men, Thomas 
Llpscomb Little, 22, and J. C. Bru- 
nett. 


Developments in the case briefly 


follow: 


Charges were filed against Little 


after three witnesses of ithe hold- 
up attempt, Miss Edna Parson, M. 
Luckcy, a customer of the cafe, 
: the 
:n*ffiec 
and A. Ruddle, cook, lden*ffied him 
as the bandit who entered the res- 
taurant with a drawn gun. 


A statement was obtained from 


Brunett, in which he declared Lit- 
tle and another man held by the 
police used his automobile in driv- 
ing to the cafe before the holdup. 


Officials of the Queen theatre 


viewed a suspect held by officers In 
the cast but against whom 
no 


charges had been f]led, in an at- 
tempt to link him with holdup of 
Norvsll Murray, assistant cashier 
of the theater, several weeks ago. 


Little sawed his way out of a 


New Orleans prison a week ago. 
He had been convicted and given 
18 years on a charge of automobile 
theft. 


The arrests were made in con- 


nection with a shooting at the cafe 
in which L. W. Hight, 33, Houston 
was slain and 
S. W. Clifton of 


Kingsville, a railroad man, was 
shot In the mouth with a pistol. 


Hlght was shot by Ruddle when 


he saw him attempting to open the 
cash register. 


Little then started firing and one 


of the bullets struck Clifton. 


Little' was taken 
into 
custody 


Wednesday by detectives. Brunett 
was arrested Tuesday.

Commerce, William P. Mc- 
pracken, in charge of avia- 
iion, in reporting on opera- 
tions of his department stat- 
ed that capital invested in 
ihe American industry, mea- 
jmred in^ current values of 
Stock issued by 
.airplane 


manufacturing 
companies, 


has increased 3000 per cent 
in three years. 'Three years 
ago,' said he, 'the entire air- 
jplane industry of the coun- 
try could have been bought 
for $5,000,000, lock,, stock 
and barrel. Today it repre- 
sents an investment of $50,- 
000,000, with no one able to 
tell how far it will expand in 
the early future.' 


"These facts are, merely 


suggestive of what can be 
seen in every part of America 
where aviation is becoming 
the prder of the day. It was 
recently stated that a New 
York banker having a home 
in Virginia would spend the 
week-ends in his Virginia 
home, going by airplane and 
returning to New York on 
Monday morning. This was 
promptly followed by the 
statement that another New 
York banker, whose family 
is spending the winter in 
Florida, would travel by air- 
plane to Florida on Satur- 
days and return on Monday. 


"All through the country, 


and especially through thu 
oil regions of the West, air- 
plane scouting is in evi- 
derice. 
Hundreds of air- 


planes are in daily use by 
business men in that section 
and in other parts 
of the 


country. Manufacturers are 
beginning to use the 
air- 


plane for the quick trans- 
portation of parts of machin- 
ery and for things needed in 
haste. 


"We are in a great and 


wonderful 
revolution, 
be- 


fore which the human mind 
staggers as we contemplate 
the capture of the air. It is 
pre-eminently 
important, 


therefore, triat Southern cit- 
ies should encourage in ev- 
ery way possible the 
air- 


plane industry and the de- 
velopment of aviation. They 
must establish airports and 
secure the establishment of 
airplane plants, in order 
that some suitable program 
of this industry may be es- 
tablished in the South, to the 
great increase of the wealth 
of that secion. 


"Here is a new and grow- 


ing industry. Here 
is one 


which is destined to work 
such a revolution as the 
mind of man 
could never 


have dreamed of five or ten 
•years ago. It is in its infan- 
cy. Every city in the South 
that hopes for progress and 
prosperity must recognize 
the fact that it must spend 
money, anu spend it quickly, 
in the establishment of air- 
ports and in encouraging the 
building of airplane fac- 
tories at points suitably lo- 
cated and backed by suffi- 
cient capital. 


"Airmail service and ev- 


orything connected with it 
is destined to have a very im- 
portant business effect upon 
many towns throughout *the 
country. The industrial sec- 
retary of the Jacksonville, 
Fla., Chamber of Commerce, 
for instance, reports that, in 
correspondence with indus- 
tries throughout the country 
which they are seeking to at- 
tract 
to Jacksonville, he 


finds the splendid airmail 
service which connects with

The fact that all foreign- 


ers were looked upon as bar- 
barians by the a n c i e n t 
Greek is not so hard to un- 
derstand when one remem- 
bers the difficulty, slowness 
and infrequently that pre- 
vailed in international inter- 
course until quite modern 
times, and the fearful quali- 
ties that a man is, naturally 
and in self-protection, inclin- 
ed to ascribe to a stranger. 


Ignorance or, to put it 


with a little more tact, lack 
of information, is often at 
the bottom of distrust. Ig- 
norance of one country by 
another is especially deplor- 
able. 
Most basic errors in 


this particular are traceable 
to the shoolroom.

and geography books are 
the most likely to be respon- 
sible for regrettable miscon- 
ceptions. 


'Errors in school geogra- 


phies are inexcusable, and 
where they creep in . the 
mis-information is often for 
propaganda purposes. While 
history is somewhat differ- 
ent in this respect, because 
much of history is editorial 
comment and opinion, many 
history text books in some 
schools contain deliberate 
falsifications inspired by a 
niistaken sense of patriot- 
ism, race hatred, national 
jealousy and envy. 


The impressions a child 


forms at school often last a 
lifetime, and an erroneous 
impression is, as a rule, the 
hardest to eradicate. World 
peace would Be a,reality to- 
day had children through 
the centuries been taught to 
love and trust those of other 
nations and races instead of 
being reared in hate and dis- 
trust.

AUSTIN, Mar. 6. (AP) — 


.Senator Cling C. Small's bill 
validating land titles cross- 
ing water courses became a 
law today when the house 
overrode Governor Moody's 
signature by a vote of 112 to 
18, The senate yesterday 
passed the bill, 24 to 6. 


Thunderous applause 
rolled up 


from the crowded gallery of West 
Texas land owners when 
acting 


Speaker Fred Minor announced the 
final vote, the first move of the 
session to pass a measure over ob- 
jection of the state's chief Execu- 
tive. 


Vote After Debate. 


The ballot came'after more than 


an hour and a half of debate on the 
floor, consumed 
largely by pro- 


ponents of the bill which affects 
river beds in 33 counties of the 
ttate. 


Action on the measure was mark- 


«d by unexpectedly feeble opposi- 
tion, Rep. A. P. C. Petsch of 
Fredericksburg, 
administration

John's telling of the story is the

from attending the Democratic na- 
tional convention 
last year,

first he had missed for years.

boom Taggart had started for the 
nomination of Evans Woollen, In- 
dianapolis banker, for the presi- 
dency, sent Woollen to the conven- 
tion with the support of the Indi- 
ana delegation. 


Taggart's influence In national 


Democratic politics was last 
felt 


in the long-drawn out New York 
convention of 1924, when he per- 
sonally directed a move to nomi- 
nate the late U. S. Senator Samuel 
Ralston of Indiana for the presi- 
dency. The convention was said to 
have been on the verge of turning- 
to Ralston as a way 
out of the 


Smilh-McAdoo deadlock, when Ral- 
ston withdrew from the race be 
cause of ill health. 


Thomas Taggar' became a power 


in national and Indiana politics be- 
cause of two characteristics—loyal- 
ty to friends and his ability to re- 
member names, faces and the small- 
est Incidents. 


Proof of his regard and loyalty 
for friendship Is shown by an In- 
cident in 1915, when with forty- 
seven others, he was indicted on 
charges of election frauds in In- 
dianapolis. Having furnished bond 
for his release he spared no efforts 
until he had raised $200.000 bail, 
obtaining the release of the entin 
forty-seven persons Indicted with 
him. 
Tho charges later were drop- 


ped for lack of evidence. During 
the thirty years of his leadership 
In Indiana politics and his twenty 
years connection with national af- 
fairs, Thomas Taggart, was said 
never to have deserted a friend in 
need. 


Mr. Taggart was an ardent believ- 


er in acquaintanceship as a factor 
to success. His friends related num- 
erous Instances in which he would 
pass through a crowded hall, meet 
people to the right and left of him. 
chat only for a moment and then 
several years later remember their 
f«ces, names and incidents relating 
to his first introduction to them- 


Native' of Ireland. 


A native of Ireland, born Novem- 


ber 17, 1850, he earned his first 
wages as a waiter behind a railway 
lunch counter, but it was not long 
before he discarded his apron for 
the more pretentious 
clothes of 


proprietor. Step by step he passed 
through the stages of hotel proprie- 
tor, as leader of state and national 
prominence in politics owner of an 
Indiana health, resort and 
United 


States senator. He wa« at one time 
owner of the Grand Hotel in In- 
diana, now historic because of the 
many political coups which origi- 
nated within its walls. His friends 
declared that though a millionaire 
many times over he remained the 
same modest person who came to 
this country when yong, settling 
In Xenia. O., and moving to Indi- 
ana in 1877. 


A gift for organization work de- 


veloped in Mr. Taggart when he 
organized his first business ven- 
tures and turning his attention to 
politics, he rose rapidly, develop- 
ing his leadership and making it 
felt throughout the democratic par- 
ty 
One of the first political posi- 


tions held by Mr. Taggart 
was 


chairman of the 
Indiana State 


Democratic 
Committee 
in 
1892 


There years after he was elected 
mayor of Indianapolis, held office 
for three successive terms, and re- 
fused to campaign for the fourth 
term.
